BRYAN DELIVERS 
MANY ADDRESSES 


Greatly Pleased With Reception 


in His Home State. 


Hebron, Nob., Oct. 15.—The second 
day'8 tour of Nebraska by Hon. Will­ 
iam J. Bryan was brought to a close at 
this place. Twenty-two speeches were 
made during the day by the Democrat­ 
ic candidate, varying in duration from 
ten minutes to one hour. It was by 
fat the most enthusiastic day'for Mr. 
Bryan during the trip. With the con­ 
clusion of his work Mr. Bryan ex­ 
pressed

Dardanelles Question Will Be Left for 


Settlement

Expenses. 


London, Oct. 15.—According to what 
apparently Is an Inspired statement 
with 
regard 
to 
Russia’s 
position 
which appears In the Times, a prac­ 
tical agreement has been reached by 
M. Iswolsky and Sir Edward Grey, un- 
der which the conference of the pow 
ers will discuss the question of com­ 
pensation to Turkey, Servia and Mon­ 
tenegro, but the Dardanelles question 
will be left for separate negotiations 
later between Russia and Turkey. 
Russia agrees with the Western 
powers that the compensation given 
to Servia and Montenegro should not 
be at Turkey’s expense, and holds that 
It is to Europe’s interest to facilitate 
In every possible way Turkey’s heavy 
task in completing the constitutional 
reforms. According to the statement 
Russia desires a revision of the agree 
ment concerning the Dardanelles, but 
does not wish to make the revision a 
part of the conference programme or 
to force It upon Turkey. 
On the contrary, Russia agrees that 
a revision Is possible only with the 
consent and good will of the Turkish 
government and as a result of future 
negotiations which Is It hoped the 
British government will facllitite and 
that an arrangement could be reached 
with the help of all the Interested par­ 
ties, which would give Russia all she 
requires without menacing the inter­ 
ests of other powers. In addition, by 
removing a long standing Russian 
grievance it would contribute to the 
consolidation of the Anglo-Russian un­ 
derstanding and the establishment of 
real friendship between Russia and 
Turkey. 
“M. Iswolsky’s departure.” says the 
statement In the Times, “was delayed 
In order to complete the details of the 
agreement and when he returns to St. 
Petersburg he will make an important 
statement to the duma explaining the 
Blichau conference and making clear 
not only that he had consented to the 
annexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
but that he expressly warned Baron 
von Aehrenthal that the position of 
these two provinces was an European 
question which could not be settled 
by Austria and Turkey.”

TRAVELS A LONG WAY. 


Work of Selecting a Jury Practically 
Completed. 
New York, Oct. 15.—The first day 
of the trial of Charles W. Morse, for­ 
mer vice president and director of the 
National Bank of North America, and 
Alfred H. H. Curtis, former president 
of the institution, both of whom are 
under federal indictment for violation 
of the banking laws in the bank’s 
management, closed with the work of 
selecting a. jury practically completed. 
Although but twelve men will be 
sworn in, counsel for each side accept­ 
ed eighteen tentative jurors at the 
day’s session of the United States cir­ 
cuit court in which the trial was be­ 
gun before Judge Hough. 
Sifting from among these the twelve 
men who will be definitely chosen will 
occupy most of another day’s session, 
after which taking of testimony will 
be begun. 


Emperor William an Inventor. 
Berlin, Oct. 15.—Emperor William 
has Invented a new hub and brake for 
railroad trains and automobiles, which 
Is described as offering the greatesi 
possible guarantee against accident 
arising from the failure of existing 
brakes to operate when called upon. 
The practical experiments with It 
have not yet been completed. 


Valuable Timber Burned. 
Cleveland, O., Oct. 15.—Fanned by a 
gale, flames started by an engine’s 
spark swept over fields, destroyed 
fifty acres of valuable timber in the 
woodlands three miles south of Eu­ 
clid village. In Collinwood village ten 
acres owned by john D. Rockefeller 
were devastated. 


But 8wiss Balloon Finally Descends 
to the Ocean. 
Berlin, Oct. 15.—Only one of the 
twenty-three balloons which started 
in the race for the international trophy 
on Sunday from Schmargendorf is un­ 
accounted for. This is the German 
balloon Busley, under the command of 
Dr. Niemeyer, with Hana Hiedemann 
as assistant. Dispatches received here 
from Cuxhaven announced that the 
Spanish contestant, Castilla, dropped 
Into the ocean six miles north of Heli­ 
goland, and that the navigators, Mon- 
tojo and Robero, were rescued by 
fishermen. Later a dispatch was re­ 
ceived from Milde, Norway, telling of 
the descent of the Swiss balloon Hel­ 
vetia to the ocean, and the rescue of 
Colonel Schaeck‘and E. Messner. The 
dispatch read as follows: 
“Fishing boat rescued occupants bal­ 
loon Helvetia at the last moment as 
they were sinking, the gas being to­ 
tally 
exhausted. The balloon 
was 
saved.” 
A second report came from Mllde 
stating that another balloon was re­ 
ported to have landed in Norway about 
the same place as the Helvetia. The 
Aero club officials here, however, are 
doubtful of this and believe that the 
report is simply another version of 
the Helvetia’s landing. 
Milde Is only thirty-two miles south­ 
west of Christiansand, and to reach 
this point, the Helvetia must have 
traveled about 1,250 kilometers, or 
775 miles in a direct line, and must 
have traveled over the Skagerrack or 
the still greater body of the North 
sea. This is by far the greatest dis­ 
tance yet reported to the credit of any 
of the contestants, the majority of 
whom either took a somewhat circular 
course or were compelled to descend 
on ’account of their proximity to wa 
ter.

Detroit, Oct. 15.—By defeating De­ 
troit In the fifth game of the series, 
2 to 0, the Chicago team of the Na­ 
tional league retained Its title as the 
champion baseball team of the world. 
The present series differed but little 
from that of last year. In the previous 
series Detroit managed to get one tie 
game and then went down In four 
straight defeats. In the present se­ 
ries, Detroit snatched one victory out 
of the five games played. 
The Chicago team, according to the 
critics, showed superiority in every de­ 
partment of the game in the series as 
a whole, although this superiority was 
not so apparent on the day that De­ 
troit batted a victory off Pflester’s 
curves. Detroit was handicapped by 
Schmidt’s inability to cut down run­ 
ners at second at critical moments 
when hits meant runs. None of the 
Detroit pitchers seemed able to con­ 
sistently puzzle the Chicago batsmen, 
for even Mullin, who pitched Detroit’s 
only victory, was found for seven hits. 
Throughout the series Chicago’s hit­ 
ting was opportune. The ocasions 
were rare when with men on bases 
and runs needed, a Chicago batsman 
wTas not there with the needed hit. 
The games were singularly free 
from squabbling and on only two or 
three occasions were the decisions of 
the umpires questioned. At no time 
was It necessary for a player to be 
sent to the bench to enforce discipline 
and good order. The series, however, 
created less interest in the two cities 
most affected than that of last year, 
if the attendance may be taken as a 
guide. The paid admissions were only 
62,232 for the five games and the re­ 
ceipts totalled but $94,976 as com­ 
pared with $101,000 last year. The at­ 
tendance at the final game was but 
6,210, with gross receipts of $9,577.50. 
Of the money taken in the players 
of Chicago, the winning team, get 
$27,669, and the Detroit players $18,- 
446. The club owners get $19,681 
apiece, and the national commission 
$9,497. 
Detroit had no chance in the last 
game, for the Cubs hit Donovan hard 
and fielded perfectly, while Overall 
held the Tigers to three hits, one a 
scratch. He struck out ten men.

Thousands of Boys to Be Shown 
How to Vote. 


Y. M. C. A.’S TIMELY MOVE. 


Young Americans to Tako First L e s­ 
sons In rn National Election— P rin ci­ 
ples of Civica and Good Government 
to Bo Studied— W ill Attend Educa­ 
tional Loeturoa. 


The boys of America between the 
ages of twelve and twenty years 
will have a chance to vote for pres­ 
ident and governor this fall. 
Not 
that their votes will be counted for the 
regular election, but they will be given 
a chance to express their opinion and 
will be shown how to vote. 
It Is no play business either. It ta 
planned to have the lads use the same 
booths In which to cast their ballots as 
the grownups. 
Their ballot will be a 
replica of the regular ballot except that 
It will be marked to show that It is the 
vote of the youths. 
This plan for the Instruction of the 
boys In the duties of citizenship Is a 
result of the study and suggestion of 
leaders la the boys’ division of the 
Young Men’s Christian association. 
According to the plan, every boy who 
registers to cast his vote must have 
become familiar with the constitution 
of the United States and the party 
platforms by a plan arranged and also 
attend a series of educational lectures 
on the principles of government to be 
delivered by prominent and distin­ 
guished citizens. 
These lectures will be delivered in 
the different Y. M. C. A. buildings 
throughout the United States, and the 
voting places will also be In these 
buildings. Every boy must register at 
the Y. M. C. A. building in his city or 
town. Definite registration days have 
been set. The election will be held 
during the week preceding the regular 
election. 
No boy will be permitted to cast bls 
ballot without presenting a certificate 
showing he has met the requirements 
of a “voter.” 
No political addresses 
will be made except by boys under 
their twentieth birthday. 
Under no 
circumstances will political Influence 
or addresses be permitted from adults. 
The politician will not get a chance to 
make capital out of this purely educa­ 
tional movement. The leaders believe 
that this movement will be of great 
educational value, as the boy will be 
encouraged to think for himself and to 
Increase his interest In civic m atters 
and citizenship so that he will later 
take his civic responsibilities more se­ 
riously and become more thoughtful In 
matters concerning public welfare. The 
plan provides for a continuance of in­ 
struction after the election is over. 
Some of the suggested topics for the 
educational lectures to the boys are 
“Why It Is a Crime to Buy or Sell a 
Vote,” “Why Every Citizen Should 
Vote.” “Why a Voter Should Do His 
Own Thinking,” “How a Party P lat­ 
form Is Constructed,” “What an Elec­ 
tion Is For,” “How to Prepare and 
Cast a Ballot,” “Rights and Obligations 
of Citizenship” and “The Principles of 
Self Government.” 
The co-operation of the public school 
officials and boys’ clubs throughout 
the country Is assured, and it Is believ­ 
ed that many thousand boys will be­ 
come Interested and cast their first 
"vets.”
